Football 


Starting  the  season  with  green,  inexperienced  men  and  the  lack  of  sufficient  material. 
Coach  Gressette  soon  developed  the  Bull  Dogs  into  a  fighting  team.  Most  of  the  sports 
writers  and  quite  a  few  coaches  in  their  preseason  dope  predicted  that  The  Citadel  would  be 
lucky  if  they  won  a  single  game.  Not  only  was  this  prophesy  upset,  but  the  Blue  and  White 
had  a  most  successful  season,  even  though  they  won  only  four  out  of  nine  games.  Led  by 
their  captain  and  All-State  quarterback.  "Leaping  Larkin"  Jennings,  they  fought  their  heavier 
opponents  to  a  standstill  and  always  lived   up   to  the  adage,    "Win  or  lose,   they   fight!  ' 

Opening  the  season  with  the  "Flying  Fleet"  from  Erskine,  the  Bull  Dogs  contributed 
their  first  upset  to  predictions  and  defeated  their  heavier  opponents  19  to  0.  After  getting 
off  to  a  bad  start  in  the  first  few  minutes  of  the  game,  the  team  came  back  with  a  rush  and 
drove  the  powerful  Seceders  into  their  own  territory  and  kept  them  there  for  the  remainder  of 
the  first  half.  The  first  two  quarters  were  mainly  a  punting  duel  with  The  Citadel  lacking 
the  final  punch  to  deliver  a  score.  Denied  their  tally  during  the  first  half,  the  Blue  and  White 
could  not  be  stopped  in  the  third  quarter  and  on  a  beautiful  3  5 -yard  pass  from  Jennings  to 
Quarterman.  they  drew  the  first  blood  and  scored  six  points,  the  placement  being  blocked. 
Receiving  the  kick-off.  the  Flying  Fleet  made  a  determined  effort  to  score  and  plunged  and 
passed  the  ball  to  the  Bull  Dog's  5 -yard  line.  After  two  unsuccessful  plunges,  a  pass  was 
intercepted  by  Jennings  and  the  ball  was  quickly  kicked  to  safety,  ending  the  Erskine  threat. 
The  Bull  Dogs  again  broke  loose  in  the  fourth  quarter  and  pushed  across  two  markers,  making 
the  final  score  19  to  0.  It  was  a  glorious  way  for  a  team  to  begin  a  season  and  brought  joy 
to  the  hearts  of  every  one  and  especially  Coach  Gressette.  King.  Quarterman  and  Jennings 
were  the  outstanding  stars  for  The  Citadel,   but  all   the   team   played   wonderful   football. 

Two  weeks  later  the  Bull  Dogs  downed  the  powerful  V.  M.  L  team  from  Lexington. 
In  the  first  quarter,  V.  M.  I.  plainly  had  the  advantage,  driving  the  ball  deep  into  the  Buck's 
territory  but  losing  its  chance  to  score  on  a  fumble.  In  the  second  quarter.  Ed  Mitchell,  center, 
broke  through  the  V.  M.  I.  forward  wall  twice  to  block  punts — both  being  turned  into  touch- 
downs for  the  Blue  and  White.  The  Squadron  immediately  fell  back  on  passes  and  used  them 
to  such  good  advantage  that  they  scored  a  touchdown  and  made  the  count  1  Z  to  6  by  the  end 
of  the  half.  The  second  half  belonged  completely  to  The  Citadel.  With  the  aid  of  the  long 
kicks  by  King,  one  for  eighty  yards,  blocked  punts,  passes,  and  nice  gains  by  Jennings,  the  ball 
was  always  in  V.  M.  I.  territory  and  the  Bull  Dogs  missed  two  touchdowns  by  inches.  Only 
in  the  last  few  minutes  did  V.  M.  I.  threaten  again,  but  the  game  was  over  before  they  had 
gone  far.  The  majority  of  the  credit  for  this  game  belongs  to  the  line,  whose  great  defense 
kept  the  Squadron   from   scoring.

With  rain  falling  throughout  the  game  and  slowing  up  both  teams,  the  Bull  Dogs  lost  to 
the  'Gators  after  playing  them  to  a  standstill  in  the  first  half.  Florida  scored  in  the  first 
period  on  a  fumble,  but  in  the  second  quarter.  Faulkner,  sophomore  back,  intercepted  a  Gator 
pass  and  raced  75  yards  to  a  touchdown.  A  goal  tied  the  score  at  7  to  7.  The  defense 
weakened  in  the  last  half  and  allowed  Florida  to  make  three  touchdowns,  thus  ending  the 
game  to  the  score  of  2  7  to  7.  The  Blue  and  White  suffered  a  severe  blow  in  the  third  quarter 
when  Jeff  Clark,  star  end.  who  had  been  playing  a  wonderful  game,  fell  due  to  the  rain- 
soaked  field  and   broke  his  leg. 

The  Bull  Dogs  contributed  another  of  their  upsets  to  pre-game  dope  in  defeating  the 
powerful  Davidson  team.  Neither  team  was  able  to  gain  in  the  first  few  minutes  and  there 
were  many  exchanges  of  punts.  An  85 -yard  boot  by  King  placed  the  ball  deep  in  enemy 
territory  and  when  Davidson  attempted  to  kick  to  safety.  Jennings  returned  the  punt  48 
yards  for  a  touchdown  and  then  kicked  the  extra  point.  The  Bull  Dogs  threatened  again  in 
the  second  quarter  but  were  unable  to  tally.  During  the  last  half.  The  Citadel  was  mainly 
on  defense  and  stopped  all  the  Wildcats'  threats,  except  the  last  one  when  Davidson  scored  on 
a  pass.  The  kick  for  the  point  was  blocked  and  thus  the  Cadet.s  won  a  hard-fought  game  by 
a   margin  of  one  point. 

Entering  the  field  of  battle  only  five  days  after  their  game  with  Davidson,  the  Blue  and 
White  went  down  in  defeat  before  the  powerful  Furman  team.  Without  a  single  substitution 
in  the  first  half,  the  fighting  Bull  Dogs  managed  to  hold  the  Baptists  scoreless,  but  in  the 
last  period  the  enemy's  offense  and  unlimited  reserve  had  their  effect  and  they  made  three 
touchdowns.  The  Hurricane  pushed  the  pigskin  deep  into  Citadel  territory  time  and  time 
again  during  the  first  half;  but  the  Cadets,  fighting  with  their  backs  to  the  wall,  succeeded 
in  holding  them.  In  the  third  quarter  they  made  two  more  touchdowns,  one  on  a  drive  and 
the  other  on  an  intercepted  pass.  Light  and  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  reserves  it  was  only 
the  spirit  of  the  Blue  and  White  team   which  held  the  score  as  low   as  it   was. 

The  strain  of  five  straight  games  against  heavier  teams  telling  on  them,  the  Bull  Dogs 
lost  to  Clemson  on  Homecoming  Day  in  a  drizzling  rain  before  a  large  crowd.  The  Tigers 
were  predominant  in  the  first  half  of  the  contest,  but  The  Citadel  came  back  in  the  last  half 
of  the  game,  making  many  threats.  They  succeeded  however  in  making  only  one  score.  In 
the  first  half  Clemson  made  three  touchdowns,  two  on  long  drives  and  the  other  as  the 
result  of  a  fumble.  In  the  third  quarter  the  Bull  Dogs  twice  placed  the  ball  within  scoring 
distance,  once  on  a  40-yard  run  by  Jennings  and  the  other  on  a  long  pass  to  Quarterman: 
but    could   not    get    it   across    the   last   white    line.      In    the    last    quarter.    Suhrstedt    recovered    a 
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Clemson  fumble  for  the  Cadet's  only  score.  Jennings  got  away  for  three  more  long  runs — 
each  for  twenty-five  yards  or  more,  but  the  Blue  and  White  lacked  the  power  to  turn  their 
chances  into  points.  Again  it  was  the  old  story  of  a  few  light  men  unable  to  withstand  the 
continuous   grind   against   heavier,    and   more   numerous   opponents. 

After  holding  P.  C.  scoreless  during  the  first  half,  the  worn  Bull  Dogs  collapsed  in  the 
last  half  and  the  Blue  Stockings  rolled  up  four  touchdowns.  Both  teams  played  conservative 
football  during  the  first  half  and  never  threatened  to  score.  In  the  third  quarter  Jennings  got 
away  for  a  long  run.  but  the  ball  could  not  be  carried  across.  P.  C.  retaliated  by  recovering 
a  fumble  and  scoring  a  touchdown.  King.  Citadel  end.  was  injured  and  had  to  be  removed 
from  the  game,  this  depriving  the  Cadets  of  their  best  punter.  In  the  last  quarter  the  Blue 
Stockings  crossed  the  goal  three  times,  once  on  a  drive,  another  the  result  of  a  blocked  punt, 
and  the  third  on  an  intercepted  pass.  The  Cadets  were  outweighed  twelve  pounds  to  the  man. 
but  they  really  lacked  vitality  and  energy   which  had  been  sapped  by   their  hard  schedule. 

Fighting  desperately  the  Bull  Dogs  lost  to  the  heavier  Gamecocks,  led  by  the  elusive 
Clary.  The  Bull  Dogs  threatened  in  the  first  quarter  when  Jennings  and  Symmes  took  the 
ball  to  the  17-yard  line  but  the  Carolina  wall  proved  too  strong.  In  the  second  period 
Clary  led  a  drive  which  resulted  in  a  score  and  his  first  touchdown  of  the  season.  The  Game- 
cocks scored  again  in  the  third  quarter  on  a  pass,  and  in  the  last  Clary  once  more  carried  the 
oval  across.  The  entire  team  played  well  and  hard  but  the  Birds  were  too  heavy  and  too 
powerful. 

In  the  closing  game  of  the  season  at  Spartanburg,  the  Bull  Dogs  defeated  the  Wofford 
Terriers  13  to  0.  During  the  entire  first  three  periods  both  teams  remained  in  a  scoreless 
deadlock,  and  the  contest  was  mainly  a  punting  duel  between  King  of  The  Citadel  and  Bouk- 
night  of  Wofl^ord.  The  Methodist  threatened  once  in  the  third  quarter,  bur  failed  to  pene- 
trate beyond  the  30-yard  line.  In  the  last  period,  Jennings  got  away  for  a  3 5 -yard  run  to 
place  the  ball  on  the  one-yard  stripe  where  Symmes  took  if  over  on  fourth  down.  A  ten-yard 
pass,  from  Jennings  to  Quarterman,  was  completed  and  the  latter  raced  50  yards  across  the 
goal,  but  the  play  was  called  back  because  the  Bull  Dogs  were  offside.  A  few  minutes  later 
the  Blue  and  White  captain  broke  loose  for  a  4 5 -yard  gain  and  another  tally,  this  time  making 
the  extra  point. 

Seven  seniors,  McCraw,  Mitchell,  King,  Jennings,  Arnold,  Crosby  and  Smith,  H.  A., 
will  be  lost  by  graduation  and  it  will  be  hard  to  replace  them.  Next  year's  team  will  be  led 
by  Captain  Jake  Ogilvie.   tackle,   and  alternate-caprain.   Charlie  Quarterman.   halfback.

On  the  first  day  of  September,  19^2,  a  large  groui)  of  enthusiastic  young  hopefuls  turned  out  for 
their  first  football  practice  at  their  new  Alma  Mater.  Head  Coach  Ephie  Seabrook.  who  has  long  been  a 
prominent  figure  in  football  at  The  Citadel,  undertook  the  very  difficult  task  of  the  instruction  of  this 
group  of  athletes.  In  his  job  of  conditioning  these  men,  eradicating  the  football  systems  they  had  learned 
in  high  school,  and  teaching  the  system  used  by  Coach  Gressette,  Ephie  was  ably  assisted  by  Gene  Clark, 
who  was  also  an  outstanding  athlete  at  The  Citadel.  The  sun  was  hot  and  the  work  was  hard  but  with 
those   who    survived    Coach    Seabrook    fashioned    a    very    efficient    football    machine. 

After  a  few  weeks  of  hard  work  The  Bull  Pups  journeyed  to  the  Capital  City  and  met  the  Carolina 
Frosh  on  their  home  field.  Here  they  met  a  heavy  and  well-coached  team.  The  Pups  fought  bravely  but 
were  forced  to  bow  in  defeat  20-0.  The  score  is  not  indicative  of  the  relative  strength  of  the  teams,  however, 
as  The  Biddies  received  several  breaks  in  the  game.  The  Frosh  next  met  the  Richmond  Junior  College  in 
Augusta,  Ga.  This  time  they  were  determined  to  win  and  handed  the  crack  prep  team  a  7-6  defeat.  This 
game  was  featured  by  a  brilliant  run  by  Ferguson.  The  next  opposition  was  furnished  by  the  Newberry 
Frosh  at  Newberry.  The  young  Indians  relayed  a  heads-up  game  and  by  so  doing  turned  The  Bull  Pups 
back  by  a  13-6  score.  In  the  last  game  of  the  season  The  Bull  Pups  defeated  the  P.  C.  Frosh  14-7  here 
in  Charleston.  In  this  game,  the  Citadel  team  first  hit  its  real  stride  and  gave  an  excellent  account  of 
itself.      These   are  the  results  of  the  brief   season. 

Though  the  above  resume  might  not  indicate  a  highly  successful  season,  many  good  men  were  found 
who  in  the  next  three  years  should  do  a  great  deal  toward  upholding  the  fame  of  the  Blue  and  White  on 
the  gridiron.

Ford,  Sanders,  Gwinnette,  Croft,  Keith, 
Traub,  Boatwright,  and  Dixon,  J.  B.  There  were  also  others  who  showed  a  great  deal  of  promise  and  who, 
with    a   little   experience,    should    make    excellent    Varsity    material. 
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Basketball  Resume 


From  a  standpoint  of  games  won  and  lost,  the  1933  basketball  season  can  not  be  con- 
sidered successful:  but  when  we  look  into  each  game,  we  see  evidence  everywhere  of  that  old 
"Bull   Dog   Spirit."    which   is   all   that   really    matters. 

Our  team  began  its  season  with  the  invasion  of  the  Marine  Barracks  at  Parris  Island. 
Here  we  find  the  old  saying  of  "dog  eat  dog"  holding  true  for  we  won  and  lost  and  they 
lost  and  won.  After  this  skirmish  the  Cadets  journeyed  to  Savannah  where  they  met  the 
athletes  of  the  Jewish  Alliance.  Everything  considered,  they  overcame  us  body  and  soul,  al- 
though the  score  showed  only  a  few  points  difference.  Our  team  then  returned  to  Charleston  to 
attend  classes,    to  parade,    to  serve  confinements,   and  finally   to  go   to  bed   to  a   well-earned   rest. 

Our  next  game  was  at  home  with  Wofford.  This  game  proved  to  be  a  thriller  for  Wof- 
ford.  although  among  the  first  competitors  for  the  state  title,  managed  to  squeeze  out  by  a 
victory  of  a  single  point.  Our  "bucks"  were  badly  beaten  the  following  week  by  Newberry. 
Then   the  next   week-end  we  lost   to  Erskine. 

Early  in  February,  hoping  to  change  our  luck,  the  Cadets  embarked  in  a  Lincoln  and  a 
Ford  on  an  upstate  conquest.  Our  first  game  with  Carolina  proved  to  be  "the  game"  of  the 
trip.  Here  we  met  the  much-heralded  quintet  of  the  university.  It  was  a  great  surprise  to 
every  one  when  our  team  put  up  such  a  magnificent  battle  and  held  Carolina  until  the  last 
few  minutes  of  play  to  a  few  points,  only  to  lose  by  a  margin  of  twenty  points.  This  score 
is  not  indicative  at  all  of  the  game  played.  From  Carolina  we  traveled  to  Newberry,  where  a 
certain  Yankee,  with  his  long  shots,  put  our  team  to  route  worse  than  Grant  did  Lee.  We 
slipped  into  Erskine  on  the  ice  to  a  bad  defeat.  Thence  to  P.  C  where  we  put  that  small 
team  to  flight.     From  P.  C.  we  traveled  to  Wofford  and  Furman  and  were  beaten  in  both  places. 

Returning  again  to  Charleston  we  played  Furman  and  lost,  but  on  the  following  week-end 
there  began  the  annual  battle  with  the  College  of  Charleston.  The  results  of  these  games  and 
the  type  of  basketball  played  were  more  than  enough  to  make  up  for  all  defeats  of  the  season. 
Thus   ended   the    19  33    season. 

The  squad  was  composed  of  H.  A.  Smith.  C.  R.  Dial.  G.  C.  Brown.  Quarterman.  Suhr- 
stedr.

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  The  Citadel  constitutes  a  very  important  phase  in 
cadet  Hfe.  The  Cabinet,  which  has  for  its  head  Mr.  J.  M.  Leland.  is  composed 
of  cadets  who  are  various  members  of  the  evangehcal  churches  and  who  have 
taken  active  part  in  the  rehgious  activities  during  their  stay  at  The  Citadel. 
The  supervision  of  the  association  is  exercised  by  an  Advisory  Board  of  six 
members  of  the  Faculty,  chosen  by  the  Cabinet. 

Throughout  the  year  a  series  of  religious  services,  consisting  of  morning 
watches  and  Sunday  night  Bible  classes  were  carried  out  successfully  under  the 
direction  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Certificates  are  awarded  each  year  to  cadets  attend- 
ing all  Bible  classes  and  the  percentage  this  year  shows  a  great  advancement 
over  previous  years. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  The  Citadel  has  a  fourfold  objective  as  follows: 

1.  To  lead  men  to  faith  in  God  through  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  To  lead  them  into  the  membership  and  service  of  the  Christian  church. 

3.  To    develop    the    Christian    character    especially    through    Bible    study 
and  prayer. 

4.  To   challenge   them   to   devote   themselves   to   make   the    will   of   God 
effective  in  human  society. 
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Cadet  Committee 

The  Cadet  Committee,  whose  reHnquishing  correction  and  control  of  the 
members  of  the  Freshman  class  by  punishment  in  the  manner  of  tours  suc- 
ceeds in  destroying  those  wayward  habits  and  the  over-confident  attitude  of 
the  average  high  school  graduate  surrounding  him  with  a  foundation  of  man- 
hood and  ideal  habits  to  build  on. 

The  Cadet  Committee  is  composed  of  those  cadets  selected  by  the  Com- 
mandant of  Cadets  for  their  high  standard  of  character  and  excellent  leader- 
ship. This  body  usually  consists  of  the  Regimental  Commander,  the  Regi- 
mental Executive  Officer,  the  Battalion  Commanders,  the  Company  Command- 
ers, a  First  Sergeant  from  each  Battalion,  and  the  Sergeant  Major  of  the  Second 
Battalion. 

These  men  deal  leniently  with  the  first  offenses  of  a  Freshman  or  other 
cadet  who  violates  Cadet  Regulations  and  Customs,  but  punish  severely  those 
cadets  who  can  not  be  corrected  and  who  habitually  disregard  the  rules  of  the 
corps  of  cadets.

The  athletic  deficit  has  been  done 
away  with  principally  by  the  Board's  efforts,  and  much  credit  is  due  the  mem- 
bers for  their  striving  efforts  in  enabling  the  sports  of  The  Citadel  to  keep  on 
their  high  standards.
